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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Groups 1-8, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to a vector comprising a mutated promoter, a 
transformant, and a method of producing a recombinant protein. Group 1 comprises 
SEQ ID NOs: 107 and 99, Group 2 comprises SEQ ID NOs: 107 and 100, Group 3 
comprises SEQ ID NOs: 107 and 101, Group 4 comprises SEQ ID NOs: 107 and 102, 
Group 5 comprises SEQ ID NOs: 107 and 103, Group 6 comprises SEQ ID NOs: 107 
and 104, Group 7 comprises SEQ ID NOs: 107 and 105, and Group 8 comprises SEQ 
ID NOs: 107 and 106. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-8 do not relate to a single general inventive 

concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 

corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of Groups 1-8 do not relate to a single inventive 
concept because each group contains a different vector with a different sequence which 
functions in a different biochemical manner and has different structural properties. Each 
vector will require its own search. 

Furthermore, the new guidelines with regard to nucleotide sequence searches 
was published as a pre-OG notice on March 27, 2007, and available at 
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http://www.uspto.gov/web/offices/pac/dapp/opla/preoqnotice/sequen 
This notice rescinds the 1 996 OG Notice that provided for a partial waiver of the 
requirements for restriction practice by permitting examination of a reasonable number, 
up to ten, independent and distinct polynucleotide molecules in a single 35 USC 1 1 1(a) 
or 35 USC 371 application (see 1192 Off. Gaz. Pat. Office 68, No. 19, 1996). 

The Office decision to rescind the 1996 waiver is based upon the increasing 
computational, search and examination burden required for the consideration of nucleic 
acid sequences, and complexity of claims drawn to such, compared to the time of the 
1996 waiver (see the statistics cited in the pre-OG Notice at the link above). Therefore, 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were- not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply:
